WASHINGTON, Dec, 7—Recom- 
prehensive list of pressing national 
and international problems were 


submitted to Congress by President 
Coolidge in the annual presidential 
message to the National Legislature. 

The communication was read to 


the Senate and the House of 
sentatives by the clerks of the 
chambers. While the re- 
ferred to international matters, it 
was only briefly. The message dealt 
almost entirely with internal — — 
Every major controversy before the 
Nation was discussed by the Presi- 
dent and some course of action sug- 
gested. 

Briefly at the beginning and at the 
close of his message the President 
took occasion to discuss the 
national situation. Peace and pros- 
perity dwell in the land, he declared, 
and while in some matters and in 
some occupations and areas) condi- 
tions are not flourishing, in ts 
there any acute oF permanent de- 
pression. i 


Continuation of Policies 
“What the country requires is not 
so much new policies,” the Pres- 
dent stated, “as a steady continua- 
tion of those which are already be- 


ing crowned with such 1 
success.“ 

The message closed with an in- 
terpretation of American ideals. In 
the two paragraphs the President 
devoted to this mission he also epito- 
mized the policy that guided him in 
his detailed recommendations on the 
problems confronting Congress. 

“Through this emancipation from 
the things that are material, we 
broaxien our dominion over the things 
that are’ spiritual,” the President 
said. “We need ideals that can be fol-. 
lowed in daily, life, that can be trans 
lated into of the home.

It is for Congress 
to decide whether they judge it best 
to make such a reduction or leave the 
surplus for the present year to be’ 
applied to retirement of the war debt. 
That also is eventually tax reduc- 
tion.” 
The President also said: 
On the continuance of the protec- 
tive tariff, “It is estimated that cus- 
toms receipts for the present fiscal 
year will exceed $615,000,000, the 
largest which were ever secured from 
that source.” 
Emphasis on Farm Marketing 


On agriculture, “We ought now to 
put more emphasis on the question 
of farm marketing. If a sound solu- 
tion of a permanent mature can be 
found for this problem the Congress 
ought not to hesitate to adopt it.” 

On merchant marine, “The great 
need of our merchant marine is not 
for more ships, but for more freight.” 

On coal legislation, I again rec- 
ommend the passage of such legisla- 
tion as will assist the Executive in 
dealing with emergencies.” 

On insular possessions, “They (the 

Philippine Islands) ought not to be 
turned back to the people until they 
are both politically fitted for self- 
government and economically inde- 
pendent.”

Mr. Macdonald said: “What has 
been America’s role in the develop- 
ment of the progress of arbitration 
can be summarized very briefly. Our 
Government and people were lead- 
ers in this movement, by precept and 
example, for more than 125 years. 
From the Jay Treaty in 1794 through 
the Alabama Claims in 1871 and down 
through two Hague conferences we 
Jed the world on this broad road to- 
ward peace. But with the defeat of 
President Roosevelt’s. General Treat- 
les of Arbitration iu 1905, our role 
bécame a very different one. In 1908 
even Mr. Roosevelt arin to 
the Senate. 

In 1911 President Taft was de- 
feated by the Senate in his effort to 
carry bis treaties of general arbitra- 
tion. Since the war we have not been 
parties to the obligations of the 
covenants and have done little or 
nothing to make provisions of that 
document more effective.

With winter approaching, head- 


doned cars to grow, as is the annual 
custom at this season, and, more- 
over, this year because of the Com- 
pulsory Automobile Insurance Law, 
which goes into effect Jan. 1. 

At a recent auction sale of 26 
cars, which net $1288.50, a commis- 
sion of $128.85 and an advertising 
bill of $52.80 and a storage bill for 
$215, without mentioning the time 
of police taken from regular duty 
and the use of a police tow car, had 
to be deducted. Officials said that 
a car often costs more for its keep 
than the price realized when sold. 
In one instance a man bought a car 
at public auction for $4, but never 
came after it. The department had 
to go to the added expense of carting 
it off to the scrap pile. 


Car Sells for 50 Cents 
In another case, a car, for instance, 
was sold for $6, but the storage bill 
had been $44 which, with the auc- 


tioneer’s commission, meant a loss 
of $37.40, While, in another instance, 
the storage bill was $72 and the car 
sold for $110, which meant a profit 
of $27. These latter cases are rare, 
however, it was pointed out, and it 
was estimated that the average cost 
of handling an abandoned automobile 
was $75, while the average sale price 
was only $50, a loss of $25. 

One car sold for 50 cents, three 
went for $1, another brought $6 un- 
der the hammer, two more were 
bought for $7, another for $12, one 
for $15 and two for $17.50. The more 
expensive cars in the assortment of 
11 different makes brought $21, $25, 
$32.50, $35, $42, $45, 50, $52.50 and 
$82.50. One car brought $92.50, but 
only five realized more than $100. 
There was one sold for $110, another 
for $125, two for $130 and the high- 
est paid was $230.

WASHINGTON, Ded. 6—The Di-

With 
Mrs. Charles W. Sewell, a practical 
farm woman, from Indiana, in the 
new office of field director of the 
home and community department, 
women have a representative 
Garm Bureau management, she said. 


Women Gain Opportunity 
In former years, meetings of the 
Home and Community Department 
were held as sectional meetings and 


so kept women away from other im- 
portant meetings of general interest. 
This year, the Woman’s Department 
met two days in advance of the con- 
vention, leaving its members free to 
participate fully in sessions devoted 
to the improvement of agriculture. 
“We are vitally interested in this 
program and feel we are gaining a 
great deal by being able to attend all 
the sessions,” said Mrs. Benson.

What Investigators Say 
A number of the speakers on this 
subjeet were members of a party of 
50 university professors who jour- 


neyed to Geneva last summer to 
Make a careful investigation of the 
5 in all its departments and 
functions, Among these was Dr. 
Charles E. Martin, dean of the so- 
dial service faculty and professor 
Of political science at the University 
_ Of Washington, who said in part: 

“In. America there are many peo- 
ple who have been biinded to the suc- 
dess of the League of Nations by its 
transient failures, and you do not 

understand the elements which went 

into the League’s composition. 

Woodrow Wilson believed neither in 
a superstate nor in a weak league, 

but, in moderation and conciliation, 

an organization of peace with force 

“in the ‘background. 

“Lord Robert Cecil believed in a 
weaker league. He did not believe 
cCmpulsory arbitration or an inter- 
national police force while Gen. Jan 
Christian Smuts bel loves: in a super 
State which he characterized as a 
League of Nations with teeth in it. 

The French delegates believed 
that-the League should carry out 
the mandates of the Treaty of Ver- 
sailles. All these elements entered 
into the League's formation. Its 
greatest ideal, the outlawry of war, 
is still only a theory, and not a fact. 
But as an instrument to improve in- 
ternational relations, the League is 
a constant present fact which today 
is a sticcess as the clearing house of 
international ideas. 

“While the claim of some’ of its 
enemies that it has simply removed 

intrigue to Geneva, may be true in 
_. doing this it has forced intrigue into 
, the open and held those who prac- 
tice it up to public criticism.” 
Professor Russell’s Views 

F. M. Russell, professor of politi- 
cal science at the University of Cali- 
fornia, developed this same theme in 
addressing a luncheon gathering of 
the delegates when he said: The 
League of Nations is the product of 
evolution, the building up of genti⸗ 
ment against war over a period of 

many years, expressed in sporadic 
‘conferences, alliances and treaties. 

It is a further development of the 

ideal which prompted the Hague 

conference, and is an improvement 
over anything of the sort formerly 
attempted in that it gives the small 
nations a voice as well as the larger 
ones.” Unlike the old concert of Eu- 
rope, which was frankly an organi- 
‘gation of the great powers in their 
own interests, Mr. Russell said that 
the opportunity offered by the 

League to statesmen of member na- 

tions to meet together regularly for 

the friendly discussion of mutual 
affairs on a basis of co-operation in- 
stead of under the competitive meth- 

ods of older diplomacy alone is a 

justification of its existence. The 

entrance of Germany into the 

League, he declared, will greatly 

broaden its scope and value. 

Round Table Discassion . 


Round-table groups met during 
the morning hours under an 
arrangement which made it possible 
for each delegate to attend two con- 
ferences. In the main these meet- 
ings were devoted to the formula- 
tion of an agenda for subsequent ses- 
sions throughout the week, while 
the’ late arrival of a number of 
leaders prevented completion of a 
full schedule. 

The roundtable discussing the 
League of Nations as now organized 
under the leadership of Dr. Graham 
Stuart, professor of political science 
at Stanford University, was merged 
with that of studying problems of the 
Permanent Court of - International 
Justice under Dr. Martin, and began 
an analysis of these two bodies, while 
a group under Eugene Harley, pro- 
fessor of international relations at 
the University of Southern California, 
took up the historical developments 
of attempts to limit armaments. Over- 
population im the Orient, especially 
in Japan, Pan-American relations, 
Chinese nationalism and race rela- 
tions furnished themes for other 
roundtable groups. 

Messages of will were re- 
ceived by the institute from Gen. 
Tasker H. Bliss, Charles B. Hughes 
and Harry A. Garfield, president of 
Williams College. 

The social revolution in Mexico 
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paid tribute to the sincerity and abil- 
ity of the Calles Government. 

Dr. Priestly outlined the difficul- 
ties which confront the average per- 
son of Anglo-Saxon traditions who 
attempts to understand Mexican af- 
fairs because of the lack of paraliel- 
ism between causes and effects in 


Grande. 

Some 400 years of peonage, he ex- 
plained, hds not only resulted in 
crushing the ambition of the average 
Mexican, but has taken away from 
him even the aspiration for better- 
ment, so that he is affected very dif- 
ferently than his northern neighbor 
by similar causes, and the present 
Govertiment is forced to resort to 
extreme means to instill even the de- 
sire for an upward movement, Dr. 
Priestly said. 

The apprehensive attitude of the 
Latin American toward the United 
States, he explained by citing the 
struggle which has gone on between 
America and Mexico during west- 
ward development of the United 
States, which has caused the Mei- 
can border to shrink southward and 
also pointing out the present finan- 
cial exploitation of foreign fields by 
American interests which now hold 
approximately $1,500,000,000 worth 
of vested interests. in Mexico. 

Mexico’s Social Revolution 

Dr, Priestly traced the beginnings 
of the present social revolution in 
Mexico which, he said, is attempting 
to invert the order of things so that 
the peon will have his rightful 
advantage, and which, he added, 
includes a restoration of the prod- 
ucts of Mexican resources to Mexi- 
cans. 

“With the 3 to free itself from 
foreign financial domination,“ Dr. 
Priestly explained, Mexico is experi- 
encing a strong desiré to rid itself 
of all forms of outside cc trol, reli- 
gious as well as economic. | 

“Well meaning people in the 
United States who think that be- 
cause a church in Mexico bears the 
same name as a church here it can 
be handled in a similar way, or that 
because labor is labor and capital 
capital the peon can be saved 
through Labor organizations, such 
as have been successful in the United 
States, reason wrongly. 

“We must see the other person’s 
point of view before we can find a 
true international basis in dealing 
justly with such problents. Parallel- 
ism in this casegis utterly false to 
the facts.” 

Explaining the lack of what are 
considered civilized necessities in the 
United States which has come upon 
the peon through centuries of mis- 
rule, Dr’ Priestly pointed out the ex- 
cellence of rehabiliation which is be- 
ing done by the present administra- 
tion and the necessity for Americans 
to assist this work. 

Hands-Off Policy Asked 

“Can you thipk,” he asked, “of the 
condition of the serfs of Europe in 
former days under the evils of absen- 
tee lordships, and feel you would 
have .encouraged such practices had 
you lived then? Yet today many of 
us are doing virtually the same thing 
regarding Mexico. | 

“We are disposed to look for the 
best in our fellows and it is hard 


to say to our friends, you are a hard, 
oppressive grinder of the poor, ar 
absentee landlord and an economic 
mistake, if you know he is holding 
the natural resources which belong 
to Mexico and should be of benefit to 
the needy population of that country. 
We can help Mexico by letting her 
alone in this trial. Mexico’s salva- 
tion cannot come from outside.” 

Dr. Graham Stuart, professor of 
political science at Stanford Univer- 
sity, traced the development of the 
Tacna-Arica dispute from its incep- 
tion to its present status, much of 
his narrative being from first-hand 
information gained in Peru, Bolivia 
and Chile during the attempted arbi- 
tration recently. .

COPARTNERSHIP 


Leeds Firm of Silk Spinners 
Gains Confidence of the 
Workers in Mills 


LEEDS, Eng. (Special Corre- 
spondence)—How copartnership has 
brought peace to one mill and also 
into the life of one of its directors 
was brought out in an address on this 
subject given by E. Charles Ford, of 


Ford, Aryton & Co., Lancaster, at a 
meeting of the Labor Copartnership 
Association held in Leeds. Mr. Ford 
is a member of a firm of spinners of 
pure silk which employs some 160 
workpeople. 

A week after the firm had decided 
to do something in regard to the divi- 
sion of profits and to give a bonus 
on wages, Mr. Ford said, there was a 
new inspiration in the mill. Greater 
interest was taken in the work and 


to effecting economies and so forth. 
In 1919, hours had been reduced 
from 55 to 44, although all their com- 
petitors had adopted a 48-hour week. 
Saturday had also been made a whole 


‘holiday. In spite of this, and although 


trade during recent years had been 
so depressed, they had, this year, 
come within 8 per cent of their 
former production. Efficiency had 
also improved, and there was a re- 
markable reduction in the amount of 
waste material, which now amounted 
only to about 1 per cent. 

When, collectively, the workers 
had invested £500, they were entitled 
to three directors, two of whom were 
selected by themselves and one by 
the permanent directors. These 
workers’ directors had access to 
everything in the business, and when 
a decision had to be made as to the 
bonus or in regard to mass buying, 
they had an equal say with the other 
directors. Despite other men’s fears, 
he had found no difficulty in dealing 
with democracy in finance, and he 
felt that this intimate knowledge of 
finance was essential to complete 
copartnership. In a reeent year of 
good profits but financial stringency, 
the decision that no bonus should be 
paid had come from one of the em- 
ployees’ directors. 

A spirit of absolute trust had grad- 
ually grown up. The workers be- 
lieved in his word, and there was no 
suspicion that something was being 
hidden. There was, in fact, a wonder- 
ful feeling of family harmony and 
comradeship. 

Industry, Mr. Ford said, in conclu- 
sion, was at the crossroads. If they 
made a new effort in co-operation and 
took a step forward, nothing could 
hold them back. But if they. refused 
there would be continuous industria! 
unrest. There must be a will to sac- 
rifice money, and the idea of securing 
a position and power over the lives 
of others must go. In his firm others 
had a say as well as himself, and this 
was fitting the workers to take their 
rightful share in industry. 


GENEVA PREPARATORY 
CONFERENCE CLOSES 


GENEVA (Special Correspondence)

tory Economic Conference the chair- 
man, Georges Theunis, summarized

MODERN TAXI OUSTS 
IRISH JAUNTING CAR 


Londonderry Adopts New 
Style, Keeps Car for Tourists 


History is about to pen, the last 
lines about that famous ‘vehicle, the 
Irish jaunting car. And it is the in- 
vasion of modern industrial life, in- 
cluding new-fangled taxicabs, that 
has spelled the doom of a once 
lucrative trade. In Londonderry, 
James Dougherty, a jaunting-car 
proprietor, is preparing to replace 
his jaunters with new taxicabs, while 
retaining one car for tourists who 
still demand to ride 1 this kind of 
conveyance. 

Many are the Irish songs and 


lyrics written around ‘the jaunting 
car. But the industrial age has 
finally hit the most remote parts of 
Ireland, and next year, Mr. Dough- 
erty says, will witness the complete 
annihilation of the jaunter, except 
the occasional one kept for tourists: 
In Londonderry Mr. Dougherty him- 
self will continue to drive one as 
often as his services are demanded. 
His old stables are being converted 
into a garage, while the gasoline 
tank has replaced the grain bin. 

With all this, however, the Ameri- 
can light car has found little favor 
as a taxi because of taxes. Motor 
taxes in Ulster and the Free State 
both are figured on the horsepower 
of the engine. Hence the great num- 
ber of 9% to 12 horsepower motors 
so popular there. The jaunting car 
business has been a profitable one, 
which is realized more keenly when 
the drivers in the time of the dole 
can find money enough to buy auto- 
mobiles and pay the taxes. The in- 
crease of tourist traffic, especially in 
Ulster, ‘will be sufficient to preserve 
the jau 2 car as an echo of bygone | 
days.

LABOR CONFERENCE TO 
STUDY MINIMUM WAGE 


Special from Monitor Bureaw 

LONDON—The first step in the 
world study of minimum avage prob- 
lems in poorly organized and excep- 
tionally low-paid industries will be 
taken at the tenth session of. the 
international labor conference of the 
League of Nations. The governing 
body of the international labor office 
has fixed the opening date of this 
conference as May 25, 1927. The 
formal wording öt this item on the 
agenda pf the conference is mini- 
mum wage-fixing machinery in trades 


in which organization of employers 
and workers is defective and where 
wages are exceptionally low, with 
special reference to the home work- 
ing trades.“ The 1927 conference will 
hold a general discussion of the 
question, a final decision being taken 
in 1928. 

Another important question before 
the conference will be the study of 
all the aspects of freedom of associa- 
tion, except the right to strike, and 
this also will be in the nature of a 
preliminary survey, the final decision 
being taken in 1928.

I might a t n accorda 
with your instructions, I by-passed the 
C battery with a .001 fixed condenser 
but there was no noticeable improve- 
ment. After experimenting somewhat I 
find that this troublesome noise is elilmi- 
nated by removing the radio-frequency 
choke coil. I also find that: with the 
choke coll removed I get considerably 
more voſume, but the quality, while 
very good, is not so good as when using 
the choke coll. 
The reason I am very anxkus to 
know when the circuit has passed the 
experimental stage is that I am quite 
anxious to reconstruct it in permanent 
fashion by fall if posgible. Incidentally,

Actually we 
take an interest in our readers’ pocket- 
books and try not to use a lot of mate- 
rial that demands wholesale purchases 
in the open market. We aim to make 
it possible to use much of the material 
that the average reader has on hand. 
In the original design the selectivity 
was gained by having the second tuned 
cirevnit of much less resistance than the 
ordinary gridleak and condenser circuit.

and Less on War D 
by Dr. Barnes / 


. PHILADELPHIA, Pa., Dec. 7 (Spe- 
eial)—A plea by Dr. Harry Elmer 
Barnes, professor of historic so- 
clology in Smith College, for the 
teaching in the schools of the history 
of international relations “as fairly 
and as accurately as possible,” was 
a feature of the Second Conference 
on the Teaching of History, with a 
view to international understanding, 
just held here. 

“We have given altogether too 
much attention to wars and interna- 


tional disputes, and we have tended; 


to represent ourselves as invariably 
correct in the premises,” Dr. Barnes 
said. “The: European school text- 
books used for the purpose of teach- 
ing history are much worse than 
those in use in this country. As long 
as this biased and prejudiced view of 
international relations is taught in: 
the schools, the schemes for interna- 
tional organization, world peace, 
disarmament, etc., will have little 
ee of popular adoption or suc- 


„ each Amity not Enmity | 

“The way out is to be found, for 
the most part, in a revolution in the 
subject matter. of history as gen- 
erally taught in the schools. War 
should: occupy much less space in 
history teaching and in their place 
should de substituted the evolution 
of social, economic and political in- 
stitutions, the growth of culture, the 
development in ‘natural science and 
technology, and the progress of art, 
learning, and literature: These are 
essentially international in their 
origin and scope.“ 

Dr. J. Russell Smith, professor of 
economic geography in Columbia 
University, another speaker, criti- 
cized reference in textbooks and 
elsewhere of the expression eco- 
nomic independence,” which he de- 
clared was a misnomer. He de- 
clared that so interwoven is the fab- 
ric of economic intercourse that 
there can be no econontic independ- 
ence anywhere. 

Far-Reaching Results 


Dr. Smith referred to what he 
called the almost endless chain of 
„partial economic collapse that 
affected the farthest ends of the 
world,” as @ result of the Russian 
breakdown in 1917. 

He declared that this affected the 
trade of China and was responsible 


‘for ‘a lessened demand for cotton 


goods ‘in England, thereby throwing 
thousands of workers out of employ- 
ment in that country and for a fall- 
ing off in the demand for raw cotton. 

Other speakers were Dr. Herbert 
Adams Gibbons, author and lecturer; 
William L. Fisher, assistant curator 
of the Philadelphia Commercial Mu- 
seum, and Dr. Ernest M. Patterson.

Those who are starting an 
agitation for a reduction of tariff duties, partly 
at least for the benefit of those to whom money 
has been lent abroad, ought to know that there 
does not seem to be a very large field within 
the area of our imports in which probable re- 
ductions would be advantageous to foreign goods. 
Those who wish to benefit foreign producers 
are much more likely to secure that result by 
continuing the present enormous purchasing 
power which comes from our prosperity that has 
increased our imports over 71 per cent in four 


years than from any advantages that are likely

Agriculture riculture holds in the * 
and social life of the Nation cannot be over- 
estimated. The National Government is justified 
in putting forth every effort to make the open 
country a desirable place to live.

The great body of our 
The Wage Earner people are made up of 
Wage earners. Several hundred thousands of 
them are on the pay rolls of the United States 
Government, Their condition very largely is fixed 
by legislation. We have recently provided in- 
creases in compensation under a method of re- 


‘classification and given them the advantage of a 


liberal retirement system as a support for their 
Ceclining years. Most of them are under the merit 
system, which is a guaranty of their intelligence, 
and the efficiency of their service is a demonstra- 
tion of their loyalty. The Federal Government 
t hould continue to set a good example for all 
other employers. ä 

In the industries the condition of the wage 
earner has steadily improved. The 12-hour day is 
almost entirely unknown. Skilled labor is well 
compensated.: But there are unfortunately a 
multitude of workers who have not yet come to 
share in the general prosperity of the Nation. 
Both the public authorities and private enterprize 
should be solicitous to advance the welfare of this 
class. The Federal Government has been seeking 
to secure this end through a protective tariff, 


through restrictive immigration, through requir- - 


ing safety devices for the prevention of accidents, 
through the granting of workmen's compensation, 
through | ciyilian vocational rehabilitation and 
education, through employment information bu- 
reaus, and through such humanitarian relief as 
was provided in the maternity and infancy legisla- 
tion. It is a satisfaction to report that a more 
general condition of contentment exists among 
wage earners and the country is more free from 
labor disputes than it has been for years. While 
testrictive immigration has been adopted in part 
for the benefit of the wage earner, and in its 
entirety for the benefit of the country, it ought 
not to cause a needless separation of families and 
dependents from their natural source of support 
contrary to the dictates of humanity. 


2 *. No progress appears to 
Bituminous Coal have been made within 
large areas of the bituminous coal industry to- 
ward creation of voluntary machinery by which 
greater assurance can be given to the public of 
peaceful adjustment. of wage difficulties sich as 
has been accomplished in the anthracite industry. 
This bituminous industry is one of primary neces- 
sity and bears a great responsibility to the Nation 
for continuity of supplies. As the wage agree- 
ments in the unionized section of the industry 
expire on April 1 next, and as conflicts may re- 
sult which may imperil public interest, and ha ve 
for many years often called for action of the 
Executive in protection of the public, I again 
recommend the passage of such legislation as 
will assist the Executive in dealing with such 
emergencies through a special temporary board 
of conciliation and mediation and through ad- 
ministrative agencies for the purpose of dis- 
tribution of coal and protection of the consumers 
of coal from profiteering. At present the Execu- 
tive is not only without authority to act but is 
actually prohibited by law from making any 
expenditure to meet the emergency of a coal 
famine. . 


The federal courts hold a high 


J udiciary position in the administration of 


justice in the world. While individual judicial 
officers. have sometimes been subjected to just 
criticism, the courts as a whole have maintained 
an exceedingly high standard. The Congress 
may well consider the question of supplying fair 
salaries and conferring-upon the Supreme Court 
the same rule-making power on the law side of 
the district courts that they have always pos- 
séssed on the equity side. A bill is also pending 
providing for retirement after a certain number 
of years of service, although they have not been 
consecutive, which should have your favorable 
consideration. These faithful servants of the 
Government are about the last that remain to 
be provided for in the postwar readjustments.

Is Postmaster-General's Plea 


Mr. N ew Reports 24,000,000 Letters So Care- 
lessly Addressed. They Were Undeliverable 


_ WASHINGTON, Dec. 7 (P)— 
More than 24,000,000 letters contain- 
ing checks, money and money orders, 


totaling $5,530,256, found their way 
to the “dead letter” office last year, 
according to the annual report ot 
Harry S. New, Postmaster-General. 
An outstanding recommendation 
made by Mr. New was one barring 
firearms from the mail. 

Steadily increasing postal busi- 
ness, with a corresponding lowering 


of the deficit, which to date has 


been returned yearly; also is shown. 

Mr. New noted progress in han- 
died the mails by air, train, motor 
vehicle and other means of transpor- 
tation, and asserted that despite the 
expansion of the service and the $70,- 
000,000 rise in postal salaries actual 
expenditures last year exceeded rev- 
enues by only $19,972,379. 

Had it not been for the salary in- 
creases, Mr. New said, operations for 
the year would have shown an actual 
surplus, and this despite the fact 
that new postal rates produced less 


than half enough to meet the salary 
advance. 

Actually, with adjustments on ac- 
count of undischarged obligations for 
the fiscal year 1925, civil service re- 
tirement fund requirements and 1926 
obligations outstanding, the Post- 
master-General fixed expenditures 
and undischarged liabilities at $697,- 
725,919, producing an operating def- 
jeit of $37,906,118, compared with 
$49,453,090 a year ago. | 

Mr. New recommended that all 
postmasters be classified under the 


civil service, and the four-year ‘term 
of Presidential appointments be 
abolished. Under the present law 
only fourth-class postmasters are 
classified. Recommendation was aio | 
made for the restoration of the 1-cent 
rate on private mailing or post cards, 
and for the reduction of rates on 
publications mailed by the general 
public to j-cent for each two ounces, 
regardless of distance.

vading practically every field of 

work, it is not as astounding as 
it would have been some time ago 
to find Mary Ryan making an un- 
usual success of a very young busi- 
ness in wholesaling gift merchan- 
dise. 

Her unprecedented progress in 
less than two years is accounted for 
by three things: her winning indi- 
viduality and untiring energy, the 
fact that the gift business has come 
to include practically everything in 
the field of merchandise except wear- 
ing apparel, and the sudden awaken- 
ing of the department stores to the 
vast amount of business they had 
been losing to small shops which 
carried exclusive goods of a higher 
class than the customers found in 
the department stores. 

Of course, the opportunities in the 
wholesale gift field could have 
existed without doing Mary Ryan any 
good at all if she had not had the 
faculty of vision and the ability to 
put her knowledge of this business 
on a sound financial basis. 

Her Office Is a Museum 

The illustration shows the heart of 
Mary Ryan’s house of business. She 
calls it her Spanish patio. The pic- 
ture loses a good deal by being 
printed in black and white, for the 
color effects have been worked out 
to perfection. The walls of this Span-

Around this patio, which is the 
heart of the establishment, is ar- 
ranged a series of rooms, giving 
vistas of merchandise from other 
lands. Miss Ryan has arranged the 
background of each room in the 
character of the country from which 
her wares come. A Chinese room 
hclds carved soapstone lamps, em- 
broideries, brass, etc. A long nar- 
row room is called Ye London Street 
of Little Shoppes. Here, against a 
background of wood panels, dark 
wood shelves, a fireplace, a corner 
cupboard and a heavy beamed door, 
she displays her English brass and 
pewter. In her, Early American room 
she shows small gift furniture and 
pressed glass reproductions of Early 
American crystal with contemporary 
merchandise. Her ensemble room of 
gifts holds all the things which do 
not require special backgrounds. 

A great success has been Mary 
Ryan’s portion since. she went into 
business for herself in January, 1925. 
She has been in the china and glass 
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| both the wholesa! 
the retailer of gifts. She individual 
ized the problems of shops ali over 
the country and built up a service 
she has always carried on. It is her 
idea of service, probably, that has 
made her business what it is today. 
As part of her magazine work, she 
assisted without charge in the capac- 
ity of adviser, both the retail and 
the wholesale men, and she says now 
that the habit of serving became 80 
much a second nature to her that she 
continued to carry on this ce->pera- 
tion when she left the magazine 
field. She keeps the retailer posted 
as to what is timely and novel, what 
to buy and how to sell. If in her 
wholesale business she has not what 
a buyer wants, she tells him where 
he can buy it and this service char- 
acterizes her success. 
She Saw Opportunity 

Following her four years as editor 
and advertising manager she became 
traveling representative for an im- 
portant gift house and for five years 
covered the states west of the 
Missigsippi. When she went into 
businéss for herself in January, 1925, 
she had a nation-wide acquaintance 
with buyers of gift merchandise in 
gift shops, jewelry stores, depart- 
ment stores, china stores, and in 
practically every sort of shop where 
gift wares are handled. Explained 
by this acquaintance, the remark- 
able outcome of her tess than two 
years of business as a wholesaler is 
quite logical, as is the expansion 
which came about at the end of her 
first year as an independent operator. 
This expansion consisted of moving 
from two rooms to greatly enlarged 
‘quarters of which the Spanish patio 
is the center, and in opening an office 
in Chicago to serve western buyers. 

In talking about her success, Miss 
Ryan says there is nothing remark- 
able about it and that it is based 
entirely on the growth of the gift 
business which was in its infancy in 
1908 when she first came into this 
field. To an outsider looking back 
over the years since 1908 there are 
evidences that Mary Ryan was fol- 
lowing a carefully thought-out plan 
and that while she grew in capacity 


she was ready for every emergency 
and every opportunity.

In summary, too much praise can- 
not go to Mr. Cohen for having clari- 
fied the intricately mosaicked pic- 
ture, of having given a correct nauti- 
cal 1 to this stirring tale 
of a ship of the line.

To keep the budget of the Flemish 
theater well balanced, its director, 
Jan Poot, offers a large program of 
healthy comedies to the audience 
which consists mostly of the work- 
ing population of Brussels. He also 
satisfies the demands of Flemish in- 
tellectuals by accepting the most 
progressive Flemish productions 
and excellent translations of mod-

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BENGAL SCHOOLS 


TO BE IMPROVED| 


Percentage of Literacy Is 
Very Low—New Taxes “ 
May Be Levied ~*- 


BOMBAY (Special Cortespond- 
ence)—Although Bengal is far ahead 
of other provinces in India in point 
of higher education, its . percentage 
of literacy to the whole population is 
very low, owing to the insufficient 


number of primary schools in the 
Province. The action of the Swara- 
jists in refusing to vote the minis- 


ters’ salaries in the Bengal Legisla- 


tive Council has had, among other 
consequences, as Liberal papers 
point out, the effect of retarding the 
spread of elementary education 
among the people of the Province. 
There being now no Education Minis- 
ter in Bengal, the provincial. gov- 
ernment has taken up the question of 
prin ry education and made certain 
constructive proposals for the solu- 
tion of the problem. 

At the divisional conference re- 
cently held these proposals of the 
Government were the subject of dis- 
cussion. The discussions elicited a 
considerable amount of objection to 
increased taxation, which is an es- 


sential condition of the fulfillment 


of the object the Government has in 
view, but they did also disclose a very 
genuine desire for a real advance, 2 
realization of the fact that large ex- 
penditure was an essential condition, 
and a very considerable body of pub- 
lic opinion in favor of extra taxation 
to secure this advance. : 
The final conclusions of the Gov- 
ernment will eventually be ambodied 
in a bill which will be placed before 
the Legislature in due course. The 


proposals at present under consid- 


eration relate, in the first instance, 
to rural towns. No advance is pos- 
Sible unless adequate funds can be 
made available. A Government note 
on the subject juat published says 
that in Bengal's present financial po- 
sition, it is impossible to find funds 
that are needed to put primary edu- 
cation on a proper footing, far less 
to provide for a scheme of. general 
free compulsory primary education, 

It has been calculated that a 
scheme of free compulsory educa- 
tion will cost a sum in the neighbor- 
hood of 20,000,000 rupees and it is im- 
possible to meet this 
from the existing revenues of the 
Province. If any real advance is to 
be made, the government nate points 
out, additional funds will have to be 
provided by the imposition of new 
taxation. 

The Government have come to the 
conclusion that the simplest and the 
most equitable arrangement would be 
to levy an education tax on the lines 
of the Cegs Act of 1880. The pro- 
ceeds of these taxes would form the 
nucleus of a district primary educa- 
tion fund. it is proposed to consti- 
tute for each district an authority,

LIGHT TRADING IN 
PACKER HIDE MART 


Prices Continue Strong De- 
spite Poorer Quality 


Business in the packer hide market 
last week was quiet, the total sales 
of packer hides not reaching 30,000. It 
was rumored, however, that three large 
tanning concerns came into the mar- 
ket and contracted in a liberal way, 
but at confidential prices. 

The secrecy had a bearish effect upon 
the larger tanners who dropped their 
bidding figures 1 cent. So, as the pack- 
ers would not lower their quotations 
little trading was done. 

Although the tanners are, for the 
time being, booking little beyond small 
lots the packers say that the number 
of hides involved in the bids submitted 
would, if accepted, practically sweep 
the market of all desirable stock, and 
in some cases cut into the week's re- 
ceipts which are about the same as a 
year ago. 

Grubbing allowances are now due on 
every hide except native steers and if 
natives run true to form they will 
stay clean for two weeks yet. The 
strehgth of offerings in the country 
hide market is difficult to determine, 
unless it be that dealers are sold up. 
Conditions in the domestie hide situa- 
tion are quite unusual for, with qual- .. 
ity on the decline, prices are strong. 
Frigorific steers are active, New York 
and Europe taking fair amounts, with 
Russia leading beth, however. 

There is a tendency to keep native 
steers in the background. At any rate 
packers quote them when asked, and 
but seldom offer them beyond a limited 
way. Bids of 15c for Novembers have 
been refused. A few exlight are ob- 
tainable at 14 ½c. 

Packer calf skins are slow of sale. 
Novembers are available at 18 e. 
Packer kip has been active for sev- 
eral weeks, the domestic market being 
stimulated more or less by heavy Eu- 
ropean buying. Latest listing 14-16-18e 
city calf is fairly active, Novembers 
are moving at 17c. The demand for 
city kip is also good. Last sales were 
at 160.

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In spite of gga, long list of char- 
acters essential to the development 
of the artificial. plot of this play, the 
principal interest revolves about 
three persons, Napoleon, his stanch 
Marshal Lefebvre, and the so-called 
Mme. Sans-Gene, the forthputting 
lady about whom the play is built. 

Ever since Mme. Rejane made 
Catherine, the mannerless heroine of 
the piece, a role famous in stage his- 
tory, numberless French actresses 
have essayed its Humorous possibili- 
ties. Last evening’s Mme. Sans-Gene 
was a saucy, willful: and subtly 
domineering character. Mme. Niclos 
made her bright and charming and a 
person of courage and decision. She 
played’ her freely and without re- 
straint, endowing her with outflung 
gesture. and merry laughter and 
bold winks of the eye. No incongrui- 
ties of elegant accent or formal dig- 
nity marked the characterization. 
There was only the breezy infor-. 
mality and uhconscious poise.of the 
clear thinking and plain speaking 
woman entirely confident in her wit 
and abilities. 

The style of acting which Mme. 
Niclos, and indeed the entire com- 
pany, pursues, ia surely not that of 
contemporary popularity on Amer- 
ican stages. Yet there was no doubt- 
ing the enjoyment of the audience in 
its swaggering and noisy expres- 
sions. The nearest approach to such 
grandiloquence which has occurred 
this season was in Otis Skinner’s re- 
vival of his quondam success, “The 
Honor of the Family.” There one 
demurred a few times during the 
performance at the shouting and 
waving of arms which went on. Yet 
only a pleasureable result issued 
from last evening’s acting. There all 
the mannerisms, the declamations 
and the dramaticisms seemed quite 
in place. Perhaps this is due to the 
essentially artificial character of the 
\“pien faite“ piece. But whatever the 
‘cause be, no discrepancies made 
themselves felt during the progress 
of the play. It fairly fidw dn its way 
(once the unduly long pauses be- 
tween acts were over) and each of 
the old catch-lines brought laughter 
from an eager house. 

There was good reason for eager 
response from the audience. These 
players enunciate clearly and dis- 
tinctly. Last evening few instances 

f blurred or furry speech obtruded.

and enforcement. In a democracy, where there 
is at least the consistent presumption that statu- 
tory law and constitutional enactments express 
the sense of right as it is apprehended and con- 
ceived by a majority of those participating in 
choosing legislators, advocates and judges, and 
in lending tacit approval to their acts, it must 
be agreed that the laws represent the quality 
of thought, the ideals, and the aims of the peo- 
ple. It is not difficult to argue from this premise 
that if there is something wrong with the laws 
themselves, and something still to be desired in 
the matter of their interpretation and enforce- 
ment, there must be something wrong with 
those whose ideals, aims and purposes are thus 
reflected. 

We do not believe that a majority of the 
thinking men and women in the United States 
are willing to plead guilty to the implied indict- 
ment. Substantiation of the charge would make 
it increasingly difficult to clothe the law with 
that authority which it now possesses, just as 
the constant insinuation that it lacks this 
authority tends perceptibly to lower it in the 
estimation of those who rebel against the limi- 
tations it seeks to impose. And so it may be 
well—however profoundly it is declared, even 
by those whose position seems to qualify them 
as critics, that the law has become virtually 
impotent, or that because of its unwieldiness or 
its cumbersomeness it is falling under its own 
weight—to examine closely in an effort to dis- 
cover other than purely fundamental causes 
for what may be admitted to be the too frequent 
miscarriages of the law. 


Thus viewed, it may be agreed that the some- 


what ambitious task undertaken by the Harvard 
Law School should be encouraged. From the 
prospectus outlining the plan, issued by the 
Harvard Law School Endowment Fund, it is 
learned that it is proposed, as the object of this 
study, to “insure more adequate protection for 
the persons and property of the citizens of this 
country; and to eliminate from the administra- 
tion of justice those growing elements of uncer- 
tainty and friction which are threatening the 
general security, and hampering business and 
industry.” There is here, definitely, the direct 
insinuation that there is, in fact, something 
wrong, if not with the law itself, then certainly 
with its administration. 1 

No doubt it is now too early to state with 
any degree of definiteness, in advance of the 
profound study which it is proposed to make, 
whether the alleged shortcaqmings are those of 
the people for whose protection the laws have 


been enacted, those of that portion of the body 


politic whom it is sought to govern more or less 
against their wishes, or those of the courts and 
judges, with whom must be included the theo- 
retical officers of the courts, the lawyers. It is 
observed that one of the objects of the proposed 
research is to make possible the maintenance 
of “the highest standards of professional train- 
ing for lawyers.” It may be found that whatever 
is wrong is traceable to that prevalent human 


tendency emphasized by a willingness to place 
upon others the responsibilities which should | 


be shared equally. 

Perhaps it would be helpful to realize, as part 
of the preparation which should be made for the 
proposed investigation, that the law, in a broad 
and inclusive sense, is nothing less than the de- 
clared expression of the highest human concept 
of right and justice based upon a growing under- 
standing of divine law and its mode of operation 
in the affairs of men. Thus regarded, there 
would be no continuing necessity for arraying 
the combined forces of civilization against what 
should be an insignificant minority. The power 


of right and justice should be irresistible simply 


because of its preponderance, its unity, its in- 


herent finality. And so it may be discovered, if’ 


inquisitive investigators pry persistently into the 
matter, that the effective purpose of the law as 
thus defined has been hindered as greatly by the 
indifference of its supposed friends and cham- 
pions as by the overt offenses of its actual or 
potential enemies. . 


In a report to the Carnegie Endowment for 
International Peace, Dr. Henry S. Pritchett, one 
of the trustees of the 
fund, summarizes his 
observations in Egypt, 
Palestine and Greece, and

that the movement to 
colonize Palestine with 
Jews is “unfortunate and 
visionary,” and that it 
will in the long run “bring more bitterness and 
unhappiness both for the Jew and for the Arab.” 
As conclusively he declares that Zionist plans 
for a Jewish home in Palestine have nothing 
to commend them. They are, he believes, bound 
to fail. Dr. Pritchett evidently has devoted his 
inquiries and investigations to a study of the 


proposition from a purely economic, rather than 


a sentimental, viewpoint. Therefore he has 
labored under few illusions, and because of this 
he has been able to see what may prove to be 
overwhelming obstructions in the way of an 
early realization of a centuries-old dream. He 
returns to confirm, possibly in the thought of 
those who have hoped against what they knew 
to be a reality, the realization that the poverty 
of the country and the absence of constructive 
or productive industry would immediately ren- 
dier futile the economic success of the enterprise. 
He plainly states the fact, as he conceives it to 
be, that the Zionist enterprise in Palestine is an 
artificial one, inspired by the enthusiasm of 
“well-meaning men who apparently do not 
appreciate the difficulties of their problem nor 
the interests of the existing population.” 

This latter clause refers, no doubt, to the impos- 
sibility of settiing a million Jewish or other peo-

large Arab population. ‘To undertake this w 
be, apparently, to accentuate a racial bitt 
8 lies only below the surface. 
beyond this, and even more significantly, he 
declares that if Palestine could be eleared of 
Arabs and occupied by Jews exclusively, no 
thoughtful man could doubt that this would be 
an unfortunate situation for those Jews who 
lived in Palestine.” He insists that such arbi- 
trary segregation would develop an aggressive, 
egotistical national character without capacity 
for co-operation with the people of the rest of 
the world. “No greater misfortune,” he says, 
“can come to a people or to a nation than to 
cherish the illusion that it is a chosen people 
and enjoys the favor of the Almighty beyond all 
other peoples. That this tendency would be 
accentuated by a Jewish occupation of Pales- 
tine seems unquestionable.” 

Aside from the fact that for centuries the 
fortunes of Palestine and Egypt ‘have been 
inseparably interwoven, and that in both there 
remain to be dealt with and solved the same 
political problems and the same economic ques- 
tions, it appears that in Palestine, as in Egypt, 
the desire is to be free from foreign control and 
to have their own government. In Palestine 
today there are approximately 800,000 people, 
700,000 of whom are Arabs. The sole industry 
there is agriculture. There are no minerals, 


either ores, coal or oil, and no water power of 


any consequence. These Arabs quite reasonably 
inquire what is to become of them if the Zionist 
dream is realized. Wherever the colonists have 
succeeded in establishing themselves upon the 
land they live in small villages, cultivating the 
land which has been purchased for them by the 
Zionist Association. In all such instances they 
have displaced a certain number of Arab 
‘farmers. 

There is no denying the fact that the Jewish 
movement has resulted in marked improvement 
in the urban centers and in the establishment of 
better schools and colleges. But even these bet- 
terments have not allayed the economic and 
industrial unrest which has been caused by 
what the Arabs believe is only an artificial 
stimulation resulting from the inpouring of 
contributed funds. The economic problem re- 
mains unsolved. The Arabs themselves are 
declared to be inefficient farmers, but they toil 
ceaselessly and still are.able to obtain only a 
meager livelihood. 

It is remembered that the so-called Zionist 
movement had its inception at a period, late in 
the nineteenth century, when the anti-Semitic 
agitation was being fanned and fostered in 
many sections of the world. It is kept alive to- 
day, no doubt, by the natural reaction against 
what is actually an inconsiderable remnant of 
that sentiment. But there seems good reason to 
believe that the great human family is gaining 
a better and a clearer raalization of the inalien- 
able rights and privileges of all its members. 
Even the modern doctrine of self-determination, 
instead of actually emphasizing class or na- 
tional consciousness, may yet be found to be the 
insurer of closer harmony among the peoples 
of the earth. Accorded the theoretical privi- 
lege of declaring and establishing racial inde- 
pendence, it may be found that the well-being 
of all alike is advanced more by a surrender of 
that technical right than by its exercise. 


Whatever may be the reaction of Chile and 
Peru to the recommendation of Secretary Kellogg 
that these neighboring 
republics settle their dis- 
putes over Tacna-Arica 
by selling the territory 
to Bolivia, neither of 
these countries is likely 
to fail in giving close 
lreed to what the United 
States Government has 
to offer as a way out of the present deadlock. 
That the proposal of Secretary Kellogg almost 
coincides with the return of Ambassador Collier 
to his post at Santiago may be taken as a good 
augury that preliminary negotiations have, been 
going en quietly and in advance of making the 
proposition public. | 
The tone of the American note addressed to 
the South American disputants is throughout 
so friendly—and intentionally disinterested, ex- 
cept for what Pan-American peace as a whole 
means to the ¥ 
Chilean and Peruvian Governments must surely 
realize that here is a situation that has reached 
its climax and needs dispassionate consid- 
eration. — 

“Award to either contestant or division of 
territory is impracticable,” Secretary Kellogg 
asserts, and he then recounts much of what has 
been done in the past to solve the problem, but 
without success. For forty years every Ameri- 
can Secretary of State has had some concern in 
the question, although by no means in so inti- 
mate a manner as when the President of the 
United States was requested to act as arbifer in 
the dispute. | 

In disposing of the territory to Bolivia the two 
neighbors would of course bestow a great benefit 
on the country which at the present time is 
without a seacoast. And as Bolivia has long 
felt itself aggrieved because it also was involved 
in the war that gave Tacna-Arica to Chile, this 
transfer might lead to the establishment of 
better relations between all three nations lying 
in such close proximity in western South 
America. Secretary Kellogg may have had this

Thomas A. Edison is reported in the Forum to 
have said, among other things, that morality 
Should not be made to appear oppressive, re- 
strictive and repellent; for, in his words, Moral- 
ity is always beautiful.” Boys and girls, as well 
as men and women, should be convinced that 
“if they are not straight and square afd honest, 
if they are not reasonably unselfish and inclined 
to follow the great precept of the Golden Rule, 
they cannot possibly be happy.” 

This association of goodness and happiness 
points to a basic truth which might well be en- 
larged upon in all educational modes. Youth has 
a right to be happy, as indeed all men have, and 
it is keenly sensible of that right. But it is not 
always aware, as it should be, and as all should 
be, that in the path of goodness alone is that 
prize to be found. Young people, just as their 
elders, are convinced that in order to have a 
reasonable share of the pleasant things they 


desire to have, they must have funds. Lacking | 


the opportunity of gainful employment, they 
sometimes depart from the rule of goodness and 
happiness, because, chiefly, they are not intelli- 
gently conversant with it, and learn, as all must, 


that a basic rule cannot be safely violated. 


In the current issue of World’s Work, from 
quite a different angle, Henry Ford touches upon 
the desire of youth, a desire common to all men, 
for. means which it believes necessary to hap- 
piness. Industry, as he sees it, has a mission 
somewhat broader than is commonly ascribed 
to it or expressed by it. A well-ordered indus- 
try,“ he believes, is a living sermon on a well- 
ordered life.“ He looks upon youth as a cross 
section of a community which industry should 
include in its distribution of opportunities. Work, 
well directed, accurate, honestly performed, and 
adequately remunerated, is, he believes, a prac- 
tical remedy for the misdirections of youth, and 
this it is, as he conceives it, the duty of industry 
to supply. What young people need, he believes, 
is work, “not drudgery, but the opportunity to 
do honest, gainful work.“ And again, not mere 
work, but exact work; for; as he says, Accurate 
work has a morality all its own.“ Boys and girls 
trained thus to work and well paid for their work 
will, he believes, see wrongdoing for the alto- 
gether mistaken sense that it is. His conviction 
of the value of this idea is sufficient to lead him 
to make the experiment by employing several 
thousand boys, not because they are boys, but 
because an industry doing its full duty to the 
community ought to have its employment roll 
represent a cross section of the community.” 

These correlated ideas are worthy of more 
than casual consideration. Society’s duty to 
boys and girls is, undoubtedly, first of all to 
establish as fundamental the inseparable unity 
of goodness and happiness. But true goodness 
is dynamic; it must find expression. And there 
is, possibly, no better medium for its activity 
than in the learning and the practice of accu- 
rate work, in honest, sincere endeavor to perfect 
whatever one has to do. Once these habits of 
thought are established, it is reasonably certain 
that they will open for those who put them into 
practice the proper door toward advancement 
and happiness. Of the duty industry might as- 
sume, among other things, in helping to steer 


youth toward sound development; Mr. Ford re- 


marks, “The ultimate social effect. of big busi- 
ness has hardly been even dreamed of.“ 


Editorial Notes 


Once more it has been proved that in unity 
is strength, it appears, for one reads that for 
the first time in the history of the motion picture 
industry of Hollywood the Indians are organ- 
ized. It came about in this way: When a pro- 
duction needed Indians in the past, rather than 
go through the experience of tracking a large 
number of individual tribesmen to their widely 
scattered lakes, the producer would often sub- 
stitute Mexicans and other dark-skinned people 
resident in southern California. In the effort to 
make Indian pictures authentic, therefore, a new 
Indian organization was formed, a large part 
of whose effort was directed toward breaking 
down old tribal enmities, putting a close ban on 


all jealousy and establishing co-operation. This. 


organization, the War Paint Club, is controlled 
by a council of twelve chiefs, each representing 
a separate club tribe, and at several entertain- 
ments recently all the tribes have participated, 
with their individual tribal ceremonies and 
dances, ending with a peace ceremonial, to sym- 


| bolize a new co-operation for the good of all. 


Isn't that a worth-while forward step? 


Whatever views may be held concerning the 


value or otherwise of confinement in peniten- 
tiaries for the purpose of reforming criminals, 
it is certain that the families of those thus incar- 
cerated often suffer to a far greater extent than 
the prisoners themselves. Thus it is a praise- 
worthy work which the Volunteers of America 
is doing, and has been doing for the last thirty 
years through its Volunteer Prison League, to 
bring some measure of cheer to these hapless 
dependents. Moreover, the effort is made by 
Mrs. Maud Ballington Booth, under whose guid- 
ance this work is conducted, to see. to it that 
such gifts shall be presented at the Christmas 
season as will last throughout the winter, rather 
than merely brighten a single day. In addition 
to Christmas cheer and toys, therefore, warm 
new clothing and hundreds of pairs of shoes for 
the little feet which must tramp to school 
through mud and snow, and which but for this 
help would be poorly shod, are dispensed at this 
time.
